This is a response to the Final Office Action mailed March 22, 2005 in relation to the 
above-identified patent application. In that Office Action, all of the pending claims 1-12 of the 
application were rejected solely under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of United States Patent No. 6,796,951.
